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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Toya does not teach a conductor 
track formed by currentless deopsition. The Examiner previously stated this in the office action. Toya teaches conductor tracks of nickel 
or metal (see col. 2, lines 45-col. 3, lines 6 and 56-57) Bogenschutz was used to teach various ways of depositing metal including 
currentless deposition at col. 1 , lines 16-50. Applicant has not persuasively argued. Applicant further argues Toya does not teach 
connecting an evaluation device. As previously set forth, the Examiner stated Toya does not teach an evaluation device. Rosen was 
used to teach this connection. See col. 7 lines 14-49 and Figure 4 of Rosen. Applicant alleges Bogenschutz does not teach forming at 
least one conductor track by a currentless deposition of a metal onto a surface. The Applicant appears to argue each reference 
individually instead of analyzing the combination. 
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
